ment, opened the vaults on the main 
floor of the burned building at 10 o'clock 
Tuesday and removed all of the papers, 
books and records of: the bank to the 
new quarters in the Pierce Building. 
The fireproof and water-proof vaults 
had kept the records intact. The water 
was standing two inches deep on the 
main floor, but the records and’ papers 
were above the water level. 

The first load of money was removed 
from the bank ruins at 1:15 p. m. It 
consisted of about $100,000 in gold, silver 
and currency. 

As it was removed from the vault the 
money was placed in a metal chest and 
in canvas bags. These were placed on 
a covered automobile truck. Twenty- 
five unifogmed policemen and six de- 
tective sergeants were detailed to guard 
the money under the direct supervision 
of President McPheeters of the Police 
Board, Capt. O’Brien of the Central Dis- 
trict and Capt. Schoppe of the Carr 
Street District. 

Ten policemen rode in the truck as it 
moved south on Fourth street and 10 
uther policemen marched beside it. 

It was said the money would be’ tak- 
en to the St. Louis Union Trust Co, fag; 
eafekeeping until arrangements could be 
made to store it in the Boatmen’s Bank's} 
temporary quarters at Fourth and bsg:

Harry Davisson of 3936 "Nebraska av- 
enue, night watchman-at the M. A. _bFe 
told a reporter Tuesday that he was on 
the third floor, where the fire. was 
thought to have etarted, only about 15 
minutes before flames were discovered. 

“About 1:15 I went up on-the rear ele- 
vator to make my round of the build- 
ing,’’ Davisson said. “Allen Hancock 
was with me, and asked where his room, 
49, was. After I let him off 'I went to 
the seventh floor and started down.

“Then the elevator started and we got 
down. By that time flames were spread- 
ing everywhere and, as we could not 
ascend the stairs, there was nothing to 
do but to go out the servants’ entrance. 

“After I got out I saw man after ma 
jump out of the upper stories on to the 
top of the seed store to the west. Then 
others ran to windows and screamed. 

‘Talk about your wild animals scream- 
ing when roasted to death, that’s noth- 
ing to what I heard in five minutes 
there. But, after a while, they quit 
screaming, for the flames had broken 
through the windows and covered 
them.”

seven already recovered. It is considered certain that at least 
20 others perished in the fire, but some of the bodies, the firemen 
say, may never be recovered. Most of the remaining bodies 
are undoubtedly in the tons of wreckage in the basement. 

The eighth body, which was fully clad, was found on the 
sixth floor. Church A. Williams of Chicago, who was waiting 
near the ambulance which received the body, begged for the privi-

-pox-Like Quarters Built Within 


Five Feet-of Ceiling and Glass 
Then Was Put In. 


Few of the ninety or more men who 
Were in the steeping roems on the 
fourth, fifth and sixth floors of the 
Missouri Athletic Club when the fire 


| started had even a fighting chance to 


escape with their lives. 

Had the building to the west of the 
club been of the same height the death 
roll probably would have included all 
except the few who reached safety by 
way of the spiral fire escape at the 


southwest corner, and the two or threej- 


who escaped in the early stages of the 
fire by way of an inclosed iron stair- 
way at the rear of the building. 

At the hour when the first started 
(about 1:50 a. m.) most of the usual 
activities of the club were suspended. 
It is known that no one was in the 
gymnasium on the seventh floor. The 
attendants there’ did not sleep in the 
pullding and had gone to their homes 
for the night, 


No Attempt at Fireproofing. 
The sixth floor was used exclusively 


for sleeping quarters. There were rooms 
on the fest, east and south sides and in 
the center. These rooms were built in 
sifter the Missouri Athletc Club leased 
the quarters 11 years ago. While the 
outer walls originally built to house 
the Shapleigh Hardware Co., were stout 
and of the slow combustion type, no 
pretense had been made at fireproofing 
the added construction put in by the 
club. 

The sleeping rooms were merely box- 
like compartments of pine, with lathes 
and plaster laid over them to give 
them a substantial appearance. 

These partitions did not even extend 
to the heavily beamed eeilings orig- 
inally constructed for the hardware 
company. The plastered frame walls 
of the sleeping rooms were built up 
within five feet of the ceiling. The 
remainder of the space was filled with 
glass transoms, set in a very light 
wooden framework and extending to the 
ceiling. 

These transoms had a two-fold pur- 
pose. After rooms had been planned 
cn the west, east and south sides of 
the building there still remained a large 
rectangular space in the center, It war 
decided to utilize this space also for 
rooms and to leave only sufficient space 
for narrow corridors between the inner 
and outer “boxes,” as the rooms were 
called by many who had quarters there. 

The glass transoms afforded means 
of conveying light from the outer win- 
dows to the narrow corridors and also 
to the inner rooms, which otherwise 
would have been dark. 5 

The fifth floor was planned exactly 
like the sixth, except that a part of the 
space in the northeast corner was taken 
up by a linen room, which encroached 
on the north corridor, making it nar- 
rower than the other hallways. 

Elevators Took Up Space. 

On both floors two elevators in the 
rear, or north side, of the building 
also took up some of the corridor space. 
The rooms in the center tier were built 
back-to-back, with the doors facing the 
east and west corridors. 

The fourth floor had a row of sleep- 
ing rooms, er “boxes,"’ on the west side 
and a ball room on the east. Between 
therm was a w curridor. The space 
cecupied by the sleeping rooms on ihis 
floor formerly was a bowling alley. The 
rooms were constructed only a few 
months ago, but were of the same type 
as those on the upper floors. 

The fourth floor was on a level with 
the roof of the St. Louis Seed Co. 
store, which fronts on Washington ave- 
nue, west of the club. From the win- 
dow overlooking the roof on this floor 
nearest to Washington avenue, an iron 
balcony led to the spiral fire escape zt 
the southwest corner of the building, 
which probably accounts for the fact 
that no fatalities have been reported 
among those who had rooms on the 
fourth floor. 


Had to Make Perilous Leap.. 
Windows of the rooms on the fifth 


and sixth floors were so high above 
the roof of the seed company’s build- 
ing that those wishing to reach that 
roof had to make a perilous jump. On 
those floors also there were iron balco- 
nies extending to the spiral fire escape 
at the southwest corner of the build- 
ing, but the balconies extended only 
to the rooms nearest Washington ave- 
nue. Anyone desiring to avail them- 
selves of the balconies would have to 
pass through those particular rooms. 
Thus, it is appearent, that only three 
windows on the west side of the buitid- 
ing, one on the fourth floor, one on 
fifth and one on the sixth, affordel a 
certain means of reaching the spuirai 
estape. 
On the Washington avenue, or south 
bide of the building, three rooms on the 
fourth floor, two on the fifth and one on 
the sixth, gave direct access to the fire 
escape. There were balconies leading 
to the escape on each of these floors, 
but these became progressively shorter.

terrible danger of fire at the club by 
newspaper men who had to attend box- 
in= matches on the seventh floor.’’ 
Smith said. “On their representations 
I personally inspected the place. I 
ordered the club to put in two fire stair- 
ways. The Board of Governors de- 
murred, saying that to do so would ruin 
their lobby, that the Boatmen’s Bank 
would not permit the changes in the 
building. — 

“So I cited them into court. The late 
E. A. Noonan Jr. was then Assistant 
City Attorney in Judge Pollard’s court. 
He was a member of the M. A. C. The 
club had good friends at court. Judge 
Pollard was lenient with the case and 
inclined to compromise. 

“After interminable wrangling I suc- 
ceeded in getting the club to put in a 
proper fire stair, inclosed in concrete, 
with correct fire doors on each floor, 
by the east side of the rear elevators. 
This stairway opened into an unoccu- 
pied room on the street level that was 
part of the building, but which was 
not at that time occupied. This reom 
opened on Fourth street. 

Escape “Really a Trap.” 

“There were proper red lights, signals 
and directions on this and the in- 
gresses into this stairway. I heard 
later that the lights and signals had 
been removed. I do not know how true 
this is. 

“The fire escape on the Fourth street 
side was worse than no good. It was

One was to find their way to the spiral 
fire escape at the othe) side of the 
building or to a narrow wooden stair- 
way near the rear of the building, or 
to an inclosed iron stairway back of the 
elevator at the extreme north end of 
the building. 
Enclosed Escape a Furnace. 

This iron stairway was inclosed ‘n 2 
sort of shaft of corrugated sheet fron 
and was built after the club leased the 
premises. It was called an “inclosed 
fire escape,”’ but it was not really in- 
closed, because the shaft had in it many 
windows of light frame and glass. 
which were quickly broken and burned 
by the intense heat, letting in air to 
fan the flames. A few minutes after 
the fire started the “inclosed fire 
escape” was a furnace. Only Manager 
Magill and his wife and possibly a few 
of those first aroused reached xafety by 
way of this “‘escape.” 

No survivor so far found escaped by 
way of the other stairway, near the 
center of the building, with the excep- 
tion of one man who returned to the 
club late and heard the cry of fire as 
he was entering his room. A few min- 


utes later this stairway was in flames, | 


really a trap. Instead of being built 
away from the windows, with platforms 
reaching to them. It was built directly 
across the windows. 


“Thus the flames came through the 
windows on the third and fourth fluors. 
and, as I had anticipated, cut off the 
escape of people on the fifth and sixth 
floors. I found also that the egresses 
to this almost useless escape opened into 
bedrooms. I inspected the building again 
and ordered the doors taken off the 
rooms, that the escape, such as it was, 
might be easily reached in zase of fire. 

“IT have heard that since < left the 
office of the Building Commissioner 
these doors were replaced and the rooms 
again made into private sleeping apart- 
ments. I fought this case for the three 
years I occupied the office of Building 
Commissioner. % was harassed at every 
step I took with changes of venues, cen- 
tinuances, compromises, etc. I did not 
give up fighting it until I left office.” 

President Newcomb said to a reporter: 
“I think the least said about the build- 
ing having been a fire trap the better. 
[ have always understood that was a 
slow combustion building. I know that 
during my connection with the club we 
have always complied with the orders 
of .the building and fire departments. 

’e have shared expenses of alterations 
with the Boatmen’s Bank, although we 
were only tenants. If there has been 
derilection of duty I feel it is the fault 
of the inspectors.” 

Secretary’s Statement. 


Secretary Bornmueller of the Club said 
that frequently in the past 10 years club 
members had discussed the danger of 
fire in the building. 

“I thought of it several times, and I 
eften figured that in case of a serious 
fire the inne- stairway, which is still 
Standing, might. act as a dangerous flue 
for the flames. 

“Other things which [ considered were 
the ‘large number of guests accommo- 
dated, usually from 75 to 100, the fact 
that they were quartered on the fifth 
and sixth floors, and the height of the 
building, seven stories. 

“Still, the building looked solid, and of 
course we never dreamed that such a 
catastrophe as Sunday night’s would 
happen.™As I say, occasionally the sub- 
ject of fire in the building would be dis- 
cussed by the mémbers, and I know that 
one member, J. N. Verdin, who lived in 
the building, had-his clothing and per- 
sonal effects insured. Several times 1 
heard him in particular discuss the dan- 
ger of fire.’’ 


_ No Complaint te Owners, 
When asked why the club did not give 


up its quarters if the building was con- 
sidered unsafe, Bornmueller said: ’ 

“Well, we couldn't jump out into the 
street, so to speak. We had to stay 
scmewhere, and we anticipated no such 
tragedy. The building was provided with 
enough fire escapes, we thought, as well 
as hose reels, fire buckets and ex- 
tinguishers on every floor.” 

When asked if any complaint had ever 
been made to the owners of the build- 
ing that the structure was unsafe, Born- 
mueller said no, as far as he knew.

cumstances under which he escaped. 

Clawson came to St. Louis, Sunday 
evening, expecting to spend the night 
at the club, of which he is a member. 
He registered and checked his suit case 
and overcoat. Later he decided to take 
ni Belcher bath at the Belcher Hotel. 

J. Wolfson, whose name was included 
in the list of missing and presumably 
dead, wired from Caruthersville, Mo., 
Tuesday to the M. A. C. officials that he 
was safe. He left the club a few hours 
before the fire. 

Friends of C. P. Brantzell, Western 
agent for the United States Cartridge 
(o., made anxious inquiries as to his 
safety all day Monday, as it was known 
that he had occupied a room at the 
Missouri Athletic Club, Sunday night. 

At 5 p. m. Brantzell was found sleep- 
ing on a couch in his office, 318 Vic- 
turia Building. He was at the Missouri 
Athletic Club when the fire started, but 
went down a fire escape. He went to 
lis office and *«ank exhausted on a 
couch.

The municipal government, through 
its building department may sum- 
marily close every hotel or other hab- 
itation that is believed to be danger- 
ous to life or property in the event 
of fire instead of resorting to prose- 
cution in police courts for violations 
of the building code, ac@rding to As- 
sistant City Counselor E. Paul Griffin. 

In response to questions as to the au- 
t@rity of the city under its police pow- 
ers to prevent the operation of danger- 
ous habitations and the loss of lite such 
aS resulted in the M. A. C. fire, Coun- 
selor Griffin said the power unquestion- 
ably existed and cuuld be exercised sub- 
ject to restraints that courts of law 
might impose. 

“The city has delegated police powers 
from the State to enable it to insure 
the safety of life, limb and property and 
may make and execute all appropriate 
regulations tending to promote this ob- 
said Griffin to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “It has exercised the right in 
this connectibn to eetdhtieds fire limits 
and prevent the construction within this 
district of frame or wooden buildings, 
und the courts have upheld this ex- 
ercise of police power. An extensive 
Luilding code has been enacted, part of 
which requires the construction of fire 
escapes and provides other fire regula- 
tions. 

“Violations of this code are misde- 
meanors under the law, punishable by 
This is but one method of protect- 
ing the lives and property of the pul- 
lic, and may be slow at times. 

“The Building Commissioner is au 
thorized expressly by section 313 of the 
Revised Code to enter into all buildings, 
yards and inclosures at all reasonable 
hours, in order to discover if they ar: 
in.a dangerous state, and ‘to cause such 
as may be unsafe to be put in a safe 
and secure condition.’ 

‘“‘This authority by ordinance is ex- 
pressly authorized by the city charter, 
article 3, section 12, -which reads: ‘The 
Assembly, through its officers or agents, 
may at all reasonable times enter into 
and examine all dwellings, lots, yards, 
inclosures and buildings of every de- 
scription, to ascertain their conditioa 
for health, cleanliness and safety; take 
down and remove buildings, walls or 
neneeteaameise that are or may become

Arehbishop John J. Glennon opened 
his addreas at a dinner Manday night 
inaugurating 2 canipaign to raise 
$300,000 in eight days for Mount 8t. 
Rose Hospital with a sympathetic 


reference to the M. A. C. fire. The 
462 men and women at the banquet 
in the Planters Hotel had a few 
minutes previously voted the first 
$500 collected to help the needy de- 
pendents of the victims. 

“A very sad tragedy has heen en- 
acted through some unforeseen 
cause,” said the Archbishop. ‘The 
tragedy of fire and death has been 
written in this district, the fire com- 
ing up and lives going out while 
the fire ged raged. This is deserv- 
ing our tears and our sympathy. 
These lives that have gone out in 
such startling suddenness -naturally 
appeal to our synipathy. — 

“While this tragedy stands out be- 
fore us, there is, paralleling the death 
by fire, a similar tragedy, not so 
lurid but more fatal in its results. 
It is the tragedy of these poor lives 
that are being crushed out by this 
enemy of humanity, tuberculosis. 

. Many Near Death in Tenements. 
“All around where the M. A. C. 
stood, are tenements, acres: of. them, 
streets of them and in these tene- 
ments are lives now that nre pre- 
paring for the snuffing out, tiny 
hands reaching out, faces becoming 
more pinched, little souls shriveled 
and crushed. It is those Who are ap- 
pealing to ug tonight. It is that we 
may take these little ones and bring 
them back to health and life and 
hope again that Mount St. Rose pro- 
poses to build an addition to the 
hospital in South St. Louis where 
these little ones can be gathered and 
the breath of life breathed . back 
again under the care of physicians 
who know their ailments and who 
can help them, es 

“It is the ery of the little children 
that is coming to us, the children 
erying in the night of their sorrow, 
the children with no answer to their 
cry, unless we answer and bring 
them back to health and hope.”’ 
Philip C. Scanlan offered the follow- 
ing resolution at. the epening of the 
banquet: 

“This body of men and women, organ- 
ized to promote the conservation of 
human life by raising a fund sufficient 
to enlarge and otherwise improve Mount 
St. Rose Hospital, doés hereby record 
its profound sympathy for the loved 
ones of thase fellow St. Louisans who 
perished by fire in the early huurs ot 
this morning.”’

VITAL PLAY AND 


Title Role.of Louis N. Parker’s 
Powerful Drama. 


By RIPLEY D.' SAUNDERS, 
HEN ‘a figure grown so lofty in 
W historic stature, yet still so in- 
timately remembered in its flesh- 
and-blood aspect, as that of Benjamin 
Disraeli is sought to be presented on 
the stage, the player essaying the part 
confronts one of the most peculiar perils 
attendant upon the exercise of his call- 
ing. 

He must at one and the same time en- 
compass the heroic and the prosaic, the 
former born of Time’s justice-compell- 
Ling perspective, the latter of that defect 
in close-range contemporaneous vision 
which almost invariably leads us to 
deny greatness to the great of our own 
day. 

George Arliss finely dares and dispels 
this peril in his playing of the title role 
in Louis N. Parker’s vivid drama, ‘‘Dis- 
raeli,”” which began its engagement at 
the Olympic Theater on Monday even- 
ing and which first I reviewed for the 
Post-Dispatch’s readers when it was in 
the dawn-period of its long run at Wal- 
lack’s Theater in New York City more 
than two years ago. 

He enables us to see the Titan vast- 
ness of Lord Beaconsfield in history 
and, as well, the picturesque Benjamin 
Disraeli of life’s own knowing. The re- 
sult is a vitally human stage portrait, 
amazingly truthful in realism and ideal- 
ism alike, as all faithful portraits needs 
must be. 

The Disraeli thus drawn becomes all 
the more impressive because of this 
blend of the real and the ideal in the 
drawing. Lacking the idealistic touch, 
he would be merely the ‘Dizzy’ of 
Funch’s cartoonists. Lacking the real- 
‘istic touch, he would be merely a made- 
to-order demigod. Possessing both, he 
is truly that splendid Jew who, as Prime 
Minister of England, accomplished more 
for England’s glory and power than did 
any other Englishman of his genera- 
tion. 

But this notable achievement by Mr. 
Arliss must not be credited exclusive- 
ly to his own mastery of the player’s 
art, complete though that mastery !{s in 
its present revelation. Playwright Park- 
er has so conceived and so shaped the 
story of ‘‘Disraeli’’ as to project its cen- 
tral character into the spotlight with 
compelling force and to present its sev- 
eral phases of distinctive individuality so 
clearly before one's actual vision that it 
stands out in a startling lifelikeness 
never to be forgotten. What Mr. Arliss 
does—and he does it commandingly—is to 
grasp this. uncommon opportunity and 
utilize it to the utmost at every moment 
of the play’s progress, seeming actually 
to “‘live’’ the part from the rise of the 
first to the fall of the last curtain. 


One is made to realize as never before 
when one follows the course of the 
fierce and secret diplomatic battle be- 
tween England and Russia for that con- 
trol of the Swez’@analy’which carries 
with it the future control of India, the 
all-absorbing potency of Disraeli’s 
mighty dream,-of ‘ipaperial power for 
the nation whose destinies he directed 
with what the Englighi themselves con- 
sidered as an alien hand. 


At the same time, owing to the keen 
fidelity imparted to the character under 
treatment, one perceives the incorrigible 
‘“‘posing”’’ of Disraeli, the essential the- 
atricalism that led him never to over- 
look the spectacular possibilities of his 
great strokes of triumphant statecraft, 
invariably accompanied by some 
“grandstand” play that indelibly im- 
splendor of his achieve- 
ment upoh the popular mind. 
Coincidently one sees, in what may be 
called the ‘drawing-room’ manner of 
that astounding genius, the somewhat 
wistful humor with which Disraeli con- 
fronted and ultimately overcame _ the 
race-prejudice that for so long a time 
dimmed the brilliancy of his public serv- 
ice in English eyes. 

Side by side with these fluminating 
developments one is brought face to 
face with that tenderest aspect of Dis- 
raeli, which is created by the truth of 
his deeply solicitous and protective love 
for his wife, the patrician Englishwom- 
an whom, all England once charged, he 
had married for her money. 

And, finally, in the unfailing. interes: 
with which he fosters and brings to its 
happy culmination the pretty romance 
between the beautiful Lady Clarissa 
Pevensey and the young Viscount Dee- 
ford, whom, virtually, he adopts into his 
whimsical affections, one gets an en- 
lightening glimpse of Disraeli, the sen- 
timentalist, author of ‘“Lothair”’ and 
“Vivian Grey,’’ as confirmed a match- 
maker as ever lived to laugh at his own 
indulgence in the softer emotions. 


Now, you must agree, a play that 
thus so breathingly reincarnates a his- 
toric figure of such txceedingly human 
qualities, both great and little, is itself 
a surpassingly vital human document. 
Add to the value of the play the in- 
credibly faithful Disraeli of George Ar- 
liss’ picturing—a Disraeli who looks as 
though he might have just emerged 
upon the stage from his own official 
office in Downing street as a still living 
Disraeli of England’s knowing—and you 
have truly big drama indeed, the drama 
which is so close to life that it breathes 
the same air and pulses with the same 
blood as our own mortality. 
It is precisely this quality of drama 
which now, thanks to Playwright Parker 
and to Player Arliss, is encountered in 
thé ‘‘Disraeli’’ of their joint creation. 
One comes away from its seeing with 
the feeling that one has been in the 
tresence of Disraeli himself and, amaz- 
ingly. has deen enabled to study, almost 
within touch of one’s hand, an immor- 
tal historic figure in the most salient 
rhases of the astonishing career from 
which this immortality was born.

they and all other vessels of every kind and 
nationality, excepting only the Shipping 
Trust’s coastwise ships, are required to pay a 
reasonable fee for the use of the canal. 

3. The American people have spent $400,- 
000,000 building the canal, and must spend 
$12,000,000 a year operating and defending it. 
The people have a right to charge all who use 
their canal a fair fee, so that its earnings 
may pay operating costs, and if possible pay 
off the construction bonds. 

4 ‘To grant one citizen, or one group of 
citizens, free use of the canal, while charging 
all others,\is rank favoritism, otherwise graft. 
like the granting of a free pass or a rebate. 

6. The SHipping Trust has no more license 
to ‘ask for a free pass through the Panama 
Canal than ft has to ask for free transporta- 
tion of its goods across the isthmus on the 
people’s Panama Railroad, or free transmis- 
sion of its Iictters through the United States 
mails. —

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SLAVERY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
From the Philadelphia Ledger. 

The Philippine Legislature adjourned {@ 
Saturday, one of its last acts being a 
reply to ‘the charge of Dean C. Worces- 
ter and others that slavery exists in 
the islands. Investigation shows, it de- 
clares, that slavery does not exist ‘“‘in 
a legal sense.’’ 

Dean Worcester’s charge was not gen- 
eral in its nature. It was explicit, it 
went into details, it recounted cases, it 
presented evidence, it excoriated the 
‘Legislature itself for its laborious ef- 
fort to worm out of the situation. The 
answer of that body, therefore, is la- 
mentably weak.’ The United States does 
not care whether the slavery exists in 
legal form or not; it wants to know 
whether it exists in any form whatever. 

Dean Worcester cannot be discredited 
so easily. His integrity makes it im- 
perative that Washintgon undertake an 
investigation. It should be bipartisan 
and conducted by a commission of such 
high standing that its verdict would be 
convincing. The Philippine Legislature 
cannot exculpate itself. Before the 
United States goes further in its plans 
for granting independence to the islands 
it must be established beyond all dount 
that the islanders are not engaged in 
systematic exploitation of the tribesmen 
through the buying and selling of them. 


REVIVAL OF BIG SAILING SHIPS.

SAYS ARMY REPOR 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—No con- 
flict will arise between the tkederal 
Government and the State of Texas 
over the recovery of the body of Clem- 
ente Vergara, the murdered Texas 
ranch owner. Further steps demanding 
punishment of Vergara’s assassins will 
be taken. 

That was the status of the case after 
a Cabinet meeting today. The officially 
accepted view was that Vergara was 
lured across the border and murdered 
and his bedy was subsequently recov- 
ered by his own  friends—not Texas 
rangers—who crossed into Mexico as 
Private individuals and not as an 
armed expedition. 

Secretary Garrison received today from 
Brigadier-General Tasker H. Bliss, com- 
fianding the American border forces, the 
following report by Capt. H. P. How- 
ard of the Fourteenth United States Cav- 
alry'on the recovery early Sunday morn- 
ing of the body of Vergara: 

“Investigation shows Vergara was 
taken from the Hidalgo Cemetery Sat- 
urday night by relatives of Vergara and 
hired Mexicans. Capt. Sanders states 
Positively no Texas rangers crogsed the 
border. He met the body at a landing 
opposite San Enrique, with Undertaker: 
Conyery, Sunday morning. Convery 
brought the body to Laredo, 7:30 p. m. 


| Sunday. 


“He states there were no signs of 
burns on the body. Found four bullet 
holes. Neck chafed, but not broken. 
Pants match coat left at meg by Ver- 
gara. Identification see reliable. 


Recovery of Body sal 3400. 
“Recovery of body cna to have cost 


S. T. Hill, brother-in-law of Vergara, 
$400. Body being held at request of Ad- 
jutant-General Hutchings. No excite- 
ment.”’ 

Secretary Bryan, entering the Cabi- 
net meeting, said American Consul Gar 
rett reported that relatives of Ciem- 
ente Vergara recovered his body on 
Sunday and that Texas rangers did no: 
cross the border. 

Consul Garrett said he had been noti, 
fied that if he would 80 to a place on 
the American side of the Rio Grande 
across from Hidalgo, Mexico, at 
o'clock Sunday morning, he would find 
the body. He went there in compahvy 
with Capt. Sanders of the Texas ran- 
sers and the body was delivered by 
friends of Vergara. 

Garrett added that he was Sending @ 
full report by mail. 

Secretary Bryan said no new repre- 
sentations had been made to the Huer- 
ta Government. 

Bryan Gives Gist of Messages. 

After the Cabinet meeting, at which 
were read telegrams from Consul Gar- 
rett, Secretary Bryan Save the gist of 
the messages as follows: 

“Consul Garrett went with Capt. San- 
ders of the Texas Rangers and a Deputy 
theriff to Palafox, Tex., last Saturday, 
for the purpose of making further in- 
vestigation in the Vergara case. They 
Went to the Vergara ranch and exain- 
ined witnesses who saw the horses be- 
longing to Vergara taken by the Mex- 
icans, and who also saw Vergara cross 
the river and those who saw him cap- 
tured. The investigation kept them up 
late Saturday night when they reached 
Coleman's camp, two miles above Pala- 
‘ox, Where they ate supper and con- 
cluded to remain over night. 

“About 4 a. m. they were informed 
that Vergara’s body was on the Texas 
tide of the river. Consul! Garrett roused 
nis chauffeur and went. five or six miles 
to a point opposite San Enrique’s rarch, 
ebout three miles below Palafox. 

“Garrett there found the body with a 
number of relatives of Vergara, who 
had also been notified to come and iden- 
tify the body. Garrett was informed 
tuiat a small party of Vergara’s friends 
had gone over the river at 2 a. M., ex- 
humed the body and brought it across. 

‘Garrett adds that the Texas Rangers 
tad no hand in bringing the body over, 
vut went there to view it when notified 
it was there.’’
